Paris, April 29.—Bonnot, the lead- 


er of an organized band of automo- 
bile bandits who have been terroriz- 
ing Paris and surrounding districts 
for months and Dubois, a notorious 
anarchist, were shot to death'Sunday 
in the most thrilling encounter in 
the annals of French crime. 


A garage at Choisy Le-RoI, six 


miles south of Paris in which the 
bandits had taken refuge, was blown. 
up by dynamite after these two men 
had kept at bay four hours a large 
part of the police force of Paris, a 
contingent of gendarmes, two com- 
panies of republican guards and a 
company of engineers. 
Ten thous- 


and spectators viewed the battle. 


Bonnot and Dubois, after wound- 


ing two policemen tools; refuge in the 
garage. 
They were trapped in the 


building which was at once surround- 
ed. Reinforcements .were dispatched 
to aid the police,- composed of gen- 
ciarmes, republican guards and engi- 
neers. 
A battery of artillery was on.

Parisians, particularly automobil- 


ists, have been in a state of terror

ed a climax in the murder of Assis- 
tant Superintendent Jouin of the de- 
tective department and the wounding 
of Chief Inspector Colinar by Bonnot 
on the morning of April 24. The gov- 
ernment then ordered all the availa- 
ble police to hunt the assassins day 
and night. 


At 7 o'clock Sunday morning M. 


Giuchard superintendent of detect- 
ives, tracked Bonnot to the isolated 
garage at Choisy-Le-Roi. As Guich- 
Brd and his men approached, a bandit 
Who proved to be Dubois, was pre- 
paring to mount a motorcycle. He 
answered the summons to surrender 
by Opening fire, while he retreated to 
the garage. 
At the same moment 


there was a hail of bullets from a 
window and two detectives fell, one 
with two bullets in his abdomen. It 
was Bonnot shooting from the first 
floor. 


The detectives retired and a gen- 


eral alarm was sent out. 
Police, 


gendarmes and all classes of people 
came quickly.

with muskets and revolvers and di-

proved an interesting featur of the 


The history of the lodge 
meeting, 
follows 


Under the regulations prescribed 


by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, we 
as members of the Independent Or 
der of Odd Fellows, have met this, 
day to celebrate the, ninety-fourth 
anniversary of the institution of our 
order in ^he United States. 


Iri;the winter, of 181&-19, Thomas 
Wlldey and John Welch, natives of 
England, resided, in Baltimore, Md 
B,oth'-were Odd Fellows, Wildey hav- 
ing been initiated in the city of Lon- 
don as early as 1804. He afterwards 
assisted in founding a new lodge in 
London, 
known 
as 
Morningstar 


Lodge'*No. 38', subordinate to a body 
called the Grand Lodge of England, 
but enjoying little authority beyond 
London. 
It is .well to note here thai 
there were a number of independent 
jurisdictions and even independent 
lodges, in England 
and the same 


conditions prevail to this day. How- 
ever 
then, as now, the work was 


practically alike in all, and facilities 
were given jto members to pass from 
one to another by means of with- 
drawal cards. 


Wildey and his friend Welch, as 
strangers in a strange land, missed 
the old ties and friendly meetings, 
and naturally turned to the estab- 
lishment of their beloved order in the 
land of their adoption. 
The result 


was the institution of Washington 
Lodge, No. 1, on Monday, April 26, 
1819, by Wildey, Welch, John Dun- 
can, Jobn Cheatham and Richard 
Rushworth. 
All of these, except 


Duncan, had been initiated in En- 
gland. Duncan claimed to have been 
initiated in Baltimore in 1802; and 
at any rate, he was well versed in 
the work. 


Washington Lodge was self-insti- 
tuted; that is, the founders had no 
charter or dispensation from any 
existing body, but proceeded upon 
their own authority. 
Notwithstand- 


ing the disjointed state of the order 
in England, it is probable that this 
was felt-by the organizers to be con- 
trary to custom, and that affiliation 
with the English Lodges would be a 
s'ource'Of. strength to them. 
They 


made application to the "Duke of 
York Lodge," of Preston, England, 
for a charter. They also asked pow- 
er and authority to extend the ben- 
efits of the fraternity throughout 
the whole land." 
This 
provision 


was the foundation stone in after 
years of the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land, and of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge of the United States and the 
world. 
A charter, warrant or dis- 
pensation was accordingly granted, 
finder the date of February 1, 1820. 
The warrant was received in October, 


1820, nearly a year alter the appli- 
cation had been sent. In those days 
the English government examined 
all private' mail at discretion., and 
hence private documents were en- 
trusted only to the secret, if slow, 
care of private hands. 


,Now 
as this application, received 
no reply for so long a time, the lodge 
applied to the English jurisdiction 
known aa the Manchester Unity. On 
January 7, 1821, a charter was is- 
sued by this body, but it failed to 
reach the brother who had gone to 
Kngland with the application and 
on his return to America he found 
the new lodge working under the dis- 
pensation from the Preston lodge. 


^Washington Lodge, by virtue of 
its charter and situation, was at one 
and the same time a subordinate 
and a grand lodge. It was felt nec- 
essary that to provide for 
an in- 


creased number of lodges, a grand 
Dody should be established, and on 
February 22, 1821, Washington's 
Birthday, the Noble Grand of Wash-

All of the modern fraternal ben-

Grand Master Wildey instituted the 
Massachusetts lodge No. 1, of Boston, 
and on the llth of that month, he 
instituted the Grand Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts. On the 24th, on his re- 
turn from Boston, he instituted the 
Grand Lodge of New York, and on 
June 27th the Grand Lodge of "Penn- 
sylvania.

In the early fall of 1878 I -was sent 


'for by the late "Charles A. Dana, edl- 
'tor of the New York Sun, and when I 
[answered the summons I found him 
,reading a communication from a cor 


j respondent In Pennsylvania. The let 
iter was very brief; It suggested to 
'Mr. Dana that he cause an investiga- 
tion to' be made Into the history and 
•methods of the Standard Oil company 
;0f Cleveland, O., which about that 


i time had come to be looked upon as 
|a trust, by the oil world especially. 
|As he handed me this letter Mr. 
i Dana said: "You go out there and 
'make an Investigation; make it thor- 
ough no matter how long it takes." 


I first went to the oil regions of 


! western Pennsylvania and was, there 


I about'three weeks. The oil producers 
tgave me every facility for getting 
[such information as was to be had in 
ithe oil regions. They also called my 
j attention to certain litigation which 
| had then been begun in Pensylvanla 
j,with Intent to break up the Standard 
Oil, company In so far as It operated 
!ln that state. Having completed the 
investigation at Titusville and Oil 
City, I went to Cleveland, presuming 
>that the officers of the Standard Oil 
. company would be willing, 
if not 


anxious, to furnish me with informa- 
'tion which would serve to explain 
some of the more grievous charges 
made against it 'and its methods by 
'the oil producers. Furthermore, I had 
no doubt the Standard Oil company 
would be glad of an opportunity to 
gain the public ear and to explain the 
economic principles which had led to 
the organization of the so-called trust. 


When 1 called at the main offices 


of the Standard Oil company, after 
an annoying amount of red tape had 
, been unraveled I was received by a

the officers of that company confessed 
that it might have been the better 
part had they taken the public Into 
their confidence in the beginning of 
the trust's career.

FOOD VALUE OF EGGS. 


Eggs contain about 29 per 


cent of protein, about the same 
as in cheese, average meat and 
fish and a little more than in 
peas and beans and nuts. For 
a man doing hard labor beans 
or chuck steak would be prefer- 
able to eggs as .a source of pro- 
tein from the point 
of both 


physiological 
and 
household 


economy, 
although 
none 
of 


these is" necessary, since corn 
or whole wheat bread contains 
sufficient protein. The egg Is 
easily digested and combines 
fairly well with toast, which 
supplies the carbohydrate and 
bulk, but with meat, beans and 
most other foods the egg Is In- 
compatible and its retention In 
the stomach long beyond the 
period of Its digestion often 
leads to serious results.

age of fat, easily assimilated, 
with all the mineral elements.

tell what disappointed men and their 
friends will do in the election which 
follows their defeat for nominations. 
The old idea of the office seeking the 
man has gone glimmering. The office 
from president down to constable is 
being chased vigorously by many can- 
didates. 


Morbid Curiosity. 


Hundreds of people packed the room 


where the Titanic inquiry was in prog- 
ress in Washington. Few of them only 
could see and hear. The others walked 
about, crowded, pushed, shoved, chairs, 
shuffled their feet and otherwise cre- 
ated disorder. All this tin-it* the pho- 
tographers were barred from the build- 
ing—were not even allowed on the 
steps. And yet those photographers, 
if allowed access to the room, could 
have- given to millions of. people a bet- 
ter idea of what was taking place than 
hundreds were getting who created the 
disorder. 


No doubt it would be considered un- 


dignified for senators to permit pic- 
tures to be taken of the inquiry and 
the witnesses, and yet that was what 
people all over the world are craving. 
Pictures are as much a part of the 
news as the written reports. 


A Man From Maryland. 


When David ,T. Lewis was unexpect- 


edly elected a member of the house 
from Maryland the story was told that 
he hacf worked his way from a rail- 
road fireman to a lawyer of some prom- 
inence in the western part of his state. 
It was not until he made a speech on 
the parcels post question that the house 
of representatives took his measure. 
Then it was that the best men in the 
house gave him a place of distinction. 
He is a man with information, with 
facts, with ideas, concrete and valu- 
able. When his time expired he was 
given additional time by both sides be- 
cause he was contributing information 
on a subject not very well understood 
by the members. Lewis made his place 
secure in his first session of congress.

sketch illustrate a new type of coast- 
ing sled built on the bicycle principle 
This coaster is simple and easy to 
make, says Scientific American. It Is 
constructed of a good quality of pine. 
The pieces marked S aie single, and 
should be about one by one and one- 
half inches; the 
pieces marked 
D 


Has the Lines of a Bicycle. 


are double or in duplicate, and should 
be one-half by one and one-half inches. 
The runners are shod with iron, and 
nre pivoted to the uprights as shown, 
double pieces being secured to the up- 
rights to make a fork. The seat'is a 
hoard, to the under side of which ia a 
block, which drops down between the 
two top slats and is secured with a 
pin. 
A foot rest is provided consist- 


ing of a short cross-piece secured to

FEAST FOR JAPANESE BOYS 


Annual 
Day Is 
Made 
Occasion 
of 


Much Merrymaking—Kite Flying 


Is Principal Pastime. 


In Japan there is an annual feast- 


day for boys, when each house that Is 
the proud possessor of male children 
hangs out strings 
of 
paper carp, 


which, inflated by the breeze, become 
most life-like monster fish. It was on 
this feast day that we left Yokohama 
for Kamakura, once the eastern cap- 
ital of Japan, now merely a quiet lit- 
tle seaside village. As this was such 
an important 
occasion, the whole 


world made holiday; some families 
sauntered along the village street in 
festive attire, "mere man" strutting 
conceitedly in front, while his dear 
little womenkind shuffled along be- 
hind, chattering merrily and half-hid- 
den tinder immense umbrellas; others, 
again, hurried to the sea shore to fly 
their enormous humming kites, from 
which the parents appeared to derive 
quite as much enjoyment as the chil- 
dren. The loud hum emitted by the 
soaring kite is caused by a piece of 
thin 
bamboo, 
which is stretched 


tightly across from shoulder to shoul- 
der. This taut bamboo filament, not 
only acts as a 
Aeolian harp, but 


bends the whole kite so that its sur- 
face is concave instead of being, as 
in our kites, 
a plane. The noise, 


when some three-score or so of these 
monsters are In the air at the same 
time, is deafening. The Jananese kite 
has no tail, but is furnished with n\im 
erous long streamers. Great compe- 
titions are held by the owners of the 
kites, and occasionally a mimic battle 
will be fought in the air, the rival fac 
tions endeavoring, by means of pow- 
d&red glass which has been previously 
worked into a definite length of the 
kite strings, to saw through a rival's 
string, and BO bring the vanquished 
kite tumbling ignominioualy to the 
ground.—Mrs. Ellen Beadnell in Wide 
World.

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HOW JESUS PREACHED 
TO SPIRITSJN PRISON 


Who They Are and What Was 


Their Offense, 


"CAST DOWN TO TARTARUS." 


Pastor RuMell, at Gtorgia'* Capital, 


i Tell* How Angel* Once Materialized 
! and Took to Themcelve* Wives From 


[ Among the Daughters of Men—Fate 


I Of Dead of Titanic Disaster Pointed 


Out From Scripture. 


A t l a n t a , G a., 


April 28.—While we 
v?eep with the sur- 
vivors of the "Ti- 
tanic" disaster, let 
us thank God that a 
better understand- 
ing of the Bible en- 
ables us to sorrow 
not hopelessly. . Not 
long ago, misguid- 
ed by our creeds of 
the Dark Ages, we 
would have asked, 
Were any of the 


1600 who perished saintsT And assured 
that very few of them would have 
claimed to be saints, we would have 
.concluded that all the remainder plung- 
ed down to a Catholic purgatory of 
terror, or worse, to a Protestant hell 
of eternal torture. 


Even the tales of their great gal- 


lantry and heroism would not have 
altered the decision which would have 
hung over the question. Did they con- 
fess Jesus In word and deed? we 
would have asked. Were they church 
members? 
This Is the same argu- 


ment used respecting the 90,000 heath- 
en who die every day In the year, 
"going down Into Christless graves," 
the "London Missionary Society" truly 
sans, but means and Is understood to 
mean Into Christless eternal torture! 


Now, 
how 'different! 
Now we see 


that a faithful, elect Church is being 
selected during this Age: that In the 
next Age they with Jesus may assist, 
bless, uplift all the non-elect to an 
earthly salvation to" human perfection, 
In the new Paradise—Earth,—which 
Messiah's Kingdom -will usher in. 
Thus, only the vMfvlty 
wicked will 


ever be annihilated. 


But our old errors die bard; because 


we have twisted the Bible to fit them. 
For instance, - let us consider St. Pe- 
ter's words:— ' 


"Christ also hath once suffered fot 


sins, _the, Just for the .unjust,, that Ho 
might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened in 
the -spirit, by which [two experiences 
.—death and resurrection] He preach- 
ed unto the spirits In prison."—I Pe- 
ter lii, 18, 19. 


'This text, said' Pastor Russell, has 


been made the basis for some peculiar 
presentations. From it some have de- 
duced an Intermediate state lasting 
between death and the- resurrection. 
Others have claimed it as an authority 
•tor the doctrine of Purgatory. 
The 


difficulty in every case seems to be 
the failure to remember that the Bible 
always and everywhere teaches (that 
the dead are really dead, that they 
know nothing, and that, therefore, it 
would be impossible to do any preach- 
ing to the dead humans. Undoubted- 
ly the theory that people are more 
alive after they die than when they 
were alive is responsible for nearly all 
of the foolish things which we have 
all at some time professed to believe. 


Before dismissing the thought that 


these "spirits in prison" are human 
spirits, let us note the fact that to 
say, "human spirits," Is an absurdity 
of .itself, because human beings are 
not spirits and spirit beings are not 
humans. 
"Who malteth His angels 


spirits," Is the Scriptural proposition. 
True, we do sometimes speak of hu- 
mans as possessing a spirit of life, but 
by this we merely mean that he pos- 
sesses the power or energy of life, and 
the same would be equally true of tho 
lower orders of creation, beasts, fish, 
fowl, etc. 


Again, we sometimes speak of the 


Church as spirit beings—begotten of 
the Holy Spirit Thus the Apostle 
Bpe.iks of the natural man in contrast 
with the New Creature, a spirit being. 
To appreciate this statement we, must 
remember that the Church class re- 
ceives the begetting of the Holy Spirit 
to the end that, if faithful, they may 
attain unto a spirit resurrection and 
become spirit beings, like unto the an- 
gels and like to the 'Redeemer. But we 
are not spirits yet, except by faith—by 
hope. However, the context shows 
that the Apostle had no reference to 
the Church, either: we were not in 
prison; we received the Message of sal- 
vation through the Apostles. 


Spirits Once Disobedient. 


The spirits -to whom the message 


•was given had proven themselves dis- 
obedient, says St. Peter. He even 
tells us the time of their disobedience, 
namely, that it was "in the. days of 
Noah, while the ark was preparing." 
Surely, if noticing these particulars 
mentioned in the context, no one would 
be excusable for misunderstanding this 


• Scripture and considering it in any 
,wny applicable to humanity of our day 
or to humanity In general. However, 
It Is helpful to us to learn the full par- 
ticulars of the matter. What was their 
disobedience, and when and how were 
they Imprisoned? 


Turning to Genesis vi, 1-5, wo find 


there the cause of tho disobedience of 
those angels, who for a time had been 
Dcrmitted to see what they could do 


for the uplift of humanity, or, rather, 
permitted to demonstrate that the 
downward tendency of sin is incurable' 
except In the manner which God has 
already arranged for through Messiah 
and His glorious reign of a thousand 
years. 


Instead of those angels helping man- 


kind out of Bin they helped themselves 
into sin, and by so doing they increased 
the depravity amongst humanity until 
the astounding record is that "the wick- 
edness of inuu was great in the earth, 
and that every Imagination of the 
thought of his heart was only evil con- 
tinually." The particular sin of those 
angels was that when they were grant- 
ed the privileges of materializing—of 
taking human bodies for the sake of 
helping and instructing mankind—they 
misused this power and took to them- 
selves the daughters of men for wives. 


Thus these angels came gradually to 


prefer to live as men amongst men and 
to rear earthly families rather than to 
abide in the "condition in which they 
were 
created—spirit beings, higher 


than humans. 
Not only was this 


wrong in the sense that it was taking 
a course in opposition to the Divine 
arrangement, but .it was wrong also 
because the thing was done for the cul- 
tivation and gratification of lust, and 
It led to their own moral defilement as 
well as having a baneful influence 
upon humanity; for we can readily see 
that for the angels, of superior powers 
and intelligence, to become leaders in 
lustful practices would mean a great 
influence upon mankind toward sin. 


We are particularly told that the off- 


spring of this improper union between 
the angels and the daughters of men 
were giants, both physically and men- 
tally superior to the fallen human fam- 
ily—"men of renown." And this state- 
ment, that they were "men of re- 
noAvn," was at a time when manhood's 
estate was reached at a hundred years, 
and implies that God did not interfere 
to hinder or stop the progress of sin 
for perhaps several centuries. In the 
meantime the race had become so cor- 
rupt that apparently only Noah and 
his family were uncontaminated—all 
others had more or less come under 
the Influence, directly or indirectly, of 
these fallen angels or their giant sons. 
Hence, of Noah it was written (not 
that he was a perfect man, but), "Now 
Noah was perfect in Ms generation" 
(uncontaminated) and his family appar- 
ently the same. Hence these alone 
were saved in the ark, while all the re- 
mainder, more or less contaminated, 
were destroyed by the flood. 


"In Chains of Darkness." 


It was then and there that God im- 


prisoned those spirits, angels, who kept 
not their first estate, and are therefore 
called fallen angels, devils, demons. 
They were not imprisoned in some far- 
off world called hell, nor are they en- 
gaged there in stoking fires for the tor- 
ture of poor humanity. Following the 
leading of the Scriptures we find that 
when the flood came they •were not de- 
stroyed because, while their fleshly 
bodies which they assumed might in- 
deed perish, yet they would merely de- 
materialize, or assume their spirit con- 
ditions again. 


The record is that God cast them 


down, that He condemned them to an 
overthrow—that they might not any 
longer associate with the holy angels, 
but must be reserved in tartarus—our 
earth's atmosphere. Here they were 
imprisoned, not in a special place, but 
in the sense of having their liberties 
restrained, "in chains of darkness." 
They were no longer permitted to ma- 
terialize and thus to associate with hu- 
manity. 
These things are distinctly 


told us by St. Jude and St Peter 
(Jude G; II Peter ii, 4, 5)—an explana- 
tion in full harmony with the Genesis 
account of their fall. 


Once Disobedient—Still Disobedient. 
We of course cannot know that all 


of those fallen angels are still in a dis- 
loyal condition of heart. On the con- 
trary, in harmony with our text, we 
may suppose that some of these fallen 
angels have since repented of their 
wrong course and it would he none 
too strong a way to state the matter— 
that any such repentant ones would 
surely have terrible experiences as a 
result 
To be obliged to be in close 


touch and relationship with the more 
evil and malignant ones and to have 
knowledge of all their evil designs and 
efforts would be a terrible experience 
and, besides this, we may be sure that 
the rebellious would not hesitate to 
persecute the repentant ones in every 
conceivable manner, as they would be 
lawless, regardless of the Divine will. 


On the other hand, the repentant 


ones would be obliged to restrain 
themselves and to not render evil for 
evil, knowing that this would be con- 
trary to the Divine will. 
In other 


words, repentant ones amongst those 
fallen spirits, influenced by the preach- 
ing of Jesus or otherwise, would have 
a kind of purgatorial experience, and 
the thought calls forth our sympathy. 


When imprisoned or cut off from the 


privilege of materialization, many of 
the fallen spirits, wo know not what 
proportion, continued their active op- 
position to God, after the manner of 
Satan. 
Hence they are spoken of as 


his angels,- his messengers, his serv- 
ants and he is spoken of as Beelzebub, 
the Prince of Demons. Satan, who 
sinned much earlier than the others, 
nnd in a different way, the Scriptures 
tell us -was an angel of a higher rank, 
or a higher nature, and this superiori- 
ty of his has made him the Prince or 
ruler over the hosts of fallen spirits. 


Fighting Against God. 


The fight of Satan and his fallen an- 


c;els Is against God, against all who are 
in harmony with Him, against all the 
regulations 
of 
righteousness, 
and 


against all the channels and servants 
whom the Lord may use. St. Paul's 
words along tlii* line are forceful: he 
remarks that God's people contend not 
merely "v.ith flesh and blood," but also 


"with wicked spirits In high positions,* 
and the question, arises, "Who is suffi- 
cient for these things?" The reply- Is 
that none is sufficient; without the aid 
of the Redeemer His church would be 
quite overcome and vanquished by evil. 


Likewise, without the'Redeemer's aid 


through His Kingdom, without the 
binding of Satan, without our Lord's 
releasing of the world from the bond- 
age of sin and death, there would be 
tto hope of the world's recovery from 
Its present bondage. But with the 
Apostle we exclaim, "If God be for us, 
who can be against us?" (Romans 
vtii, 31.) 
, 


Through Medium* and Obsession*. 
Satan's original plan of attack was to 


bring our race under his influence by 
misrepresentation—by putting darkness 
for light and light for darkness—for in- 
stance, the temptation under whict 
Mother Eve fell. 
Satan there repre- 


sented himself as Eve's friend, giving 
her sound advice. He represented God 
as having a selfish motive behind His 
command that our first parents should 
not eat of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil. Satan declared that 
God had told an untruth when He said 
Viat the penalty for sin would be death. 
Aatan declared that man cannot die. 


And has he not since kept up the 


same line of falsification? And has he 
not, deceived the whole world upon 
this very subject? Do not all peoples 
in every land believe that when a man 
dies he does not die, but gets more 
alive^exactly Satan's He of the first 
instance? 
How few have believed 


God, even amongst His people who 
truly love Him, and who truly desire 
to believe the teachings of His Word! 
We-have all been under a kind of 
"hoodoo." 
"The god of this world 


[Satan] hath blinded" our minds on 
this subject. We are now, coming to 
see that death is the penalty for sin 
and that the resurrection is the salva- 
tion God promised and will provide. 


Satan has had powerful allies and 


servants in the fallen angels, and it is 
through their persistence that-his lie 
has triumphed over the Divine <Word 
of truth—"Dying, .thou shalt die." 
These fallen spirits have made various 
manifestations in every land for cen- 
turies, and thereby have apparently 
substantiated the theory that a dead 
man is more alive than when he was 
alive. Knowing that mankind would 
have nothing to do with them if their 
real personality were known they hide 
their personality and represent them- 
selves as our dead friends who desire 
to speak with us, either directly or 
through mediums. 


A further desire of these angels is to 


obsess or to get possession of a human 
being. 
Being chained or restrained 


from the privilege of materialization, 
the next most desirable thing in their 
estimation is to gain control over a 
human being and to use his body in- 
stead of' their own. 
This is styled 


obsession, and 'persons so • afflicted to- 
day are sent to an insane asylum 
where, it is estimated, they'constitute 
at least one half of the entire number. 
In the days of our Lord these were not 
mistakenly supposed to be insane, but 
rightly declared to be obsessed. All re- 
member the New Testament account 
that our Savior and His Apostles cast 
out legions of fallen spirits. 


How Jesus Preached In Death. 


Here arises another question: If Je:" 


sus was really dead, as the Scriptures 
declare, if ."He poured out His soul 
unto death," and "made His soul- an 
offering for sin," and His soul was not 
raised from the dead until the third 
day after His crucifixion, how could 
He in the meantime preach to spirits 
in prison, or to anybody else? 
We 


reply that He could preach Jn the 
same way that the Apostle refers to, 
saying, "He. being dead, yet spoak- 
eth" (Hebrews xi, 4); and again, in the 
same way that the blood of Abel is 
said to have cried to God—figuratively. 
Of one thing we are sure, namely, that 
Jesus gave no oral address while He 
was dead. He preached in the way 
we sometimes refer to when we say, 
"Actions speak louder than words."" 


It was the great object lesson which 


the fallen angels saw that constituted 
to them the great sermon that gave 
them a ground for hope. On several 
occasions the fallen spirits, when com- 
manded to come out of human beings, 
declared that they knew Jesus. In the 
long ago they bad known Him, when, 
as the Only Begotten of the Father, 
and His Representative, He had cre- 
ated them and all things that are 
made, and was also the mouthpiece for 
all Divine orders and 
regulations. 


'They realized that He had corne into 
the world to be its Redeemer; they per- 
ceived the great sloop that He had 
made from His lofty position on the 
heavenly plane to the servant position 
on the human plane. Thoy admired 
His loyalty and faithfulness to God, 
but doubtless believed Him to be fool- 
ish; they never expected Him to arise 
from the dead. But when they per- 
ceived His resurrection on the third 
day to glory, honor and Immortality, 
"far 
above angels, principalities .and 


powers and every name that is nam- 
ed," His sermon to them was complete, 
namely, that "the wages of sin is 
death," but'that "the gift of God is 
eternal life." (Romans vi, 23.) And as 
they realized thus the Power of God 
and the Love of God for His human 
creatures, the Apostle's words imply 
that this constituted to them n mos- 
snge of hope. Perhaps if they would 
Show full contrition God eventually 
would have mercy upon them, even as 
He had had mercy and bad provided 
for humanity. 


The lesson is one for all. God's* pow- 


er Is Infinite, so is His love. ITis mer- 
cy, His goodness. Xovcrtliolpss. every 
wilful sin will have its punishment, a 
ju.->t recompense of reward, nnd only 
the willing and obedient slinli have the 
Divine favor and everlasting life. Let 
pach apply the lesson to himself.
